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Didsbury pilot sentenced 


Death nets one-day jail term 





Scene of June 14 fatality

John Everett Page, a 
44-year-old Didsbury area 
farmer who was flying an ultra¬ 
light aircraft when it crashed in¬ 
to a passing truck, killing the 
driver, was sentenced to one 
day in jail Friday. 

Page, appearing before 
provincial court Judge Gary 
Cioni in Calgary, had earlier 
pleaded guilty to dangerous 
operation of an aircraft causing 
death. 

This unusual charge—it was 
believed to be the first ever laid 
in Canada—carries a maximum 
14-year prison term. 

In addition to the jail term, 


Judge Cioni sentenced Page to 
15 months probation and 100 
hours of community service 
work. 

"I can't believe that,” said 
Nancy Monsma, sister of John 
Henry Monsma, 35, when in¬ 
formed at her Aliston, Ont. 
home of this sentence. "I think 
it's terrible.” 

Monsma was killed instant¬ 
ly when Page's plane struck 
Monsma's truck shortly after 
6:30 a.m. on June 14 as 
Monsma, an employee of the 
County of Mountain View, was 
headed east in his pickup along 
Hwy. 582, east of Didsbury. 

Page was spraying a field 


owned by Stan Schumaker 
when he flew under the power 
lines at the edge of the road. 
His aircraft was only one metre 
above the ground when it 
struck the truck. 

Judge Cioni said the acci¬ 
dent appeared to be the result 
of "serious human error.” 

He said Page "is an ex¬ 
perienced pilot and even a 
leader in his field ... he ex¬ 
presses remorse, acknowledg¬ 
ing his culpability ... he will 
have to rebuild his life, health 
and reputation in the shadow of 
a criminal record for an indic¬ 
table offence.”

A Calgary developer has 
purchased the Mountain View 
Bible College property and 
plans to turn it into a senior 
citizen village. 

"We have sold the proper¬ 
ty to a Calgary developer who 
has stated this could be one of 
the most beautiful senior adult 
developments in central Alber¬ 
ta," said Dr. Virgil Stauffer, col¬ 
lege president. 

The college has purchased 
property in Calgary and plans 
to move to the city in the fall of 
1992. Present classes will con¬ 
tinue until the end of April. The 
property is scheduled to be 
turned over to the developer, 
Harvey Jager Developments 
Inc., in June. 

"We've had a very positive 
response from the community, 
including the business com¬ 
munity, to the [seniors village] 
idea, and just great support

Fire sends three to hospital

Three people were treated for smoke inhalation and 
damage was estimated at $40,000 in an early-morning fire at 
a Didsbury residence Saturday. 

Elwood Topley, one of four residents at 2146 - 19 
Avenue, had to be rescued by members of the Didsbury fire 
department after he re-entered the burning house to retrieve 
some personal belongings, said Didsbury fire chief Gary 
Halfyard. 

Irving Benko and Ralph Nelson were also taken to 
Mountain View Health Care Centre after suffering smoke 
inhalation, Halfyard said. 

The blaze was apparently caused by a cooking fire in the 
basement suite. 

Halfyard estimated the fire had been burning about 30 
minutes before firefighters were called. 

"They tried to call the fire department but the telephone 
had been knocked out when the wires were singed,” the 
chief said. "Then Benko ran to the RCMP office but there 
was no one there [about 4 a.m.]. They [the RCMP] have a 
telephone outside the door but he [Benko] was in a panic 
situation and he didn't know it was there.” 

The burned-out residence is located just six door west of 
the RCMP detachment which occupies the same building as 
the fire department. 

Benko then knocked on the doors of two or three houses 
before anyone would let him in. Nona Belcourt placed the 
call to the fire department at 4:15 a.m. 

A further delay was caused when the occupant didn't 
know his correct address. 

"By the time we got there the fire had a major foothold,” 


said Halfyard. "When we arrived, it was fully involved. 
When you give a fire that much time, it has a great advantage 
but our guys did an excellent job in containment.” 

Halfyard said this was a good example of how residents 
should not deal with a fire. "Initially they tried to put it out 
themselves. They should have called us immediately. It's 
also important to know your address. So many people 
don't.” 

Firefighters battled the blaze for more than two hours 
and were able to save the exterior walls but the basement 
was gutted and the main floor heavily damaged.

Page's son Vern told a Cal¬ 
gary Herald reporter outside 
the courtroom that he felt the 
sentence was fair. He said his 
father had checked the high¬ 
way before crossing and didn't 
see the Monsma vehicle. 

Page suffered a punctured 
lung, cracked ribs and broken 
pelvis. 

Judge Cioni noted that no 
stunt flying or alcohol were in¬ 


volved. 

As part of his community 
service work, the judge suggest 
Page should teach the public 
about safety and planes. 

Page was defended by 
Didsbury lawyer Brian Fore- 
stell. 

Crown Prosecutor Richard 
Synenko could not be reached 
for comment on the possibility 
of an appeal.

Scoreclock issue resolved

A "very productive" 
meeting last week between 
Didsbury's minor hockey 
association and recreation 
board has helped resolve some 
differences. 

Most of the talk centred 
around minor hockey's new 
scoreclock. 

Concerns had been raised 
at a recent town council 
meeting about a new Pepsi 
vending machine in the lobby 
of the Memorial Complex. 
Minor hockey representatives 
were concerned the recreation 
board had recommended to 
council that the machine be 
removed because zip tops from 
the cans posed a potential safe¬ 
ty hazard if thrown on the ice. 
Council tabled the matter for 
further discussion by the 
recreation board. 


The new vending machine 
was installed as part of minor 
hockey's lease agreement with 
Pepsi in providing the new 
scoreclock. 

Now, after airing the mat¬ 
ter, the recreation board will 
take a new recommendation to 
council to allow the vending 
machine to stay, said recreation 
coordinator Barb Rosko. 

"Minor hockey complain¬ 
ed about a lack of communica¬ 
tion but that's a two-way 
street," said Rosko. "Both sides 
agreed to try a lot harder at im¬ 
proving communications." 

Minor hockey president 
Russ McRae said the meeting 
help set "everyone's minds at 
ease ... it was very useful."

Minor hockey and teams 
designated by the association, 
like the Didsbury Ramblers, will 
use the clock, McRae said. 

Minor hockey signed a 12- 
year agreement with Pepsi for 
the sign after town council turn¬ 
ed down a request to support a 
grant application which would 
have reduced the length of the 
lease to six years. 

Jack Terpstra of minor 
hockey had told council that 
such debates "detract from 
community unity . . . it's not a 
healthy situation.

New pool would spell increased tax burden 


Dear Editor: 

After the Oct. 3 public 
meeting, sponsored by the 
Didsbury Swimming Pool Com¬ 
mittee, there are some facts and 
figures that were not made public 
which the Didsbury ratepayers 
may wish to consider; 

F rom 1960 to 1971, seven oil 
and gas processing plants were 
constructed in the Didsbury area, 
with a total of 143 permanent 
employees, for an average of 20 4 
employees per plant, of which 
31% or an average of 6.3 chose to 
reside in Didsbury and 69% or 
14 1 chose to reside elsewhere 

Between 1971 and 1991 
these same seven processing 
plants expanded their operations, 
requiring an additional 176 
employees, increasing the total 
number of permanent employees 


to 319, an average of 45.5 
employees per plant, an increase 
of 123%. 

The number of employees 
residing in Didsbury is now 
averaging 13.2% or 6.0, a slight 
decrease. 

The number of employees 
residing elsewhere now averages 
86.8% or 39.5, an increase of 
180%. 

In view of the fact the 
existing swimming pool was 
constructed in 1968 these statis¬ 
tics show that the swimming pool 
did not have an influence on 
employees' decisions on where to 
reside 

The new housing start 
figures since Jan 1, 1991 would 
seem to verify this fact, i.e - 
Didsbury - 10, Carstairs - 9, Olds 
- 57, Sundre - 25, Innisfail - 17. 


In reference to taxes, due to 
projects already underway and to 
be completed in 1992, and for 
which borrowing will occur in 
1992, are additional street paving 
($37,000), a new logoon storage 
cell ($1,016,570), and a sanitary 
sewer collection main ($798,000) 
which total $1,842,570, an 
increase in municipal mill rate of 
4 36 mills, for a total mill rate 
increase of 4 72 by 1993. 

For example a residence 
assessed at $50,000 - 1991 - 
municipal miU rate - 18 08 - 
$904 00 (add school tax); 1993 - 
municipal mill rate - 22 80 - 
$1,140 00 (add school tax) 

1992 - 1993, Build new pool 
(option #7) 

Demolish old pool - $28,120

Community involvement would prevent crime

Have you ever heard: "They 
took the tools right from our 
yard ."

You and I can 
prevent crime Prevention is the 
key to keeping our families, 
belongings, communities, and 
ourselves safe 

We've just held Crime 
Prevention Week across the 
province and this year's theme 
was Crime Prevention is Com- 

Seniors’ 

The message is clear 
Seniors from across the province 
are telling me they want to be 
consulted about future seniors' 
policy. I was especially pleased to 
meet with 25 representatives of 
seniors' groups from across 
Alberta in early September. This 
is the second time we have met 
and I plan to continue these 
meetings every few months. 
Participants at the September 
meeting were open and direct 
and the information and view¬ 
points they provided help me do 
my job. As well I had a chance to 
tell seniors what my department 
is doing We covered a number of 
important issues and in this 
column I would like to mention a 
few. 

Overall I felt a strong sense 
of cooperation But there were 
certainly times when we did not 
all agree and some expressed 
frustration over such things as 
the cost of drugs and the impact 
of the GST on seniors. A lot of the 
discussion centred around the 
changes to health care programs 
announced last April One person 
stated quite emphatically that the 
changes should not have been 
made in the first place 

I made the point again that 
government spending on seniors 
this year increased by $75 million 
over last year in spite of any of 
the changes that took place As 
well I said Health Minister Nancy 
Betkowski was reviewing the 
coverage of catheters and incon¬ 
tinence supplies, but the rest of 
the changes to health programs 
would remain in place (Note: 
Ms. Betkowski announced the 
following week that the province 
will amend the proposed reduc¬ 
tion of catheters and incontinence 
supplies.) I also told them it is 
time to put that issue in the past 
and work now to make sure that 
seniors have a say in future 
changes 

I was gratified to hear staff 
of both the health department 


munity Involvement. I support 
those efforts to heighten public 
awareness to the importance of 
crime prevention and to provide 
these suggestions for things you 
can do to protect the people and 
things you love. 

Starting with your family, 
talk about crime prevention on a 
personal level Avoid giving 
sensitive information out over the 
phone Don't let strangers in the 
house, don't talk to strangers on 
the street. Know how to avoid 
potentially dangerous situations, 
don't take rides from drinking 
drivers, think twice before 
picking up hitch-hikers. 

Parents, register your chil¬ 
dren through the child identifica¬ 
tion program, know their friends, 
and appropriate phone numbers 
to call or locations to look should 
problems occur. Alert children to 
ways of protecting themselves 
from uncomfortable situations by 
saying no or screaming no All 
family members should be fit and 
able to run or protect themselves 
in case of danger 

Take action to prevent 
crimes at home and at the office 
Reinforce windows, especially 
those hidden by shrubs so 
burglars don't have a private 

column 

and my own department tell 
seniors at the meeting how they 
will be included in future policy 
discussions. 

Mike Reynolds, project man¬ 
ager for the research and 
planning division of the Depart¬ 
ment of Health, outlined mea¬ 
sures his department is taking to 
implement health goals and 
objectives for Alberta. He ex¬ 
plained that the Rainbow Report, 
which was written after extensive 
public consultation, established 
an overall direction for health 
care. 

Now four focus groups 
representing children, teens, 
adults and older adults are 
developing specific health objec¬ 
tives The focus group on older 
adults includes professionals who 
work with seniors. Each of the 
focus groups will write a report 
Once their reports are finished, 
the general public will be invited 
to comment through such devices 
as town hall meetings and 
surveys.

In my last article, I indicated 
that E urope has seen a growth in 
animal welfare and the animal 
rights movement This really 
started after World War II. 
Northern Europe seems to be 
more active than other places 
One of the first places that 
anything happened in was in the 
Scandinavian countries, particu¬ 
larly Sweden Sweden in fact was 
one of the places where one of the 
first animal rights legislations 
was introduced West Germany 
and the Netherlands have recent¬ 
ly (1989) adapted animal rights 
laws. 

One of the things that is 
interesting about this is that part 
of the political force behind much 
of Sweden's work with animals 
came from an advocate of animal 
rights who was a children's 
author Because of her notoriety, 
she was able to get the political 
ear that developed legislation 
One of those legislations is the 
confinement of dairy cattle. It is 
the law that dairy cattle have 
access to the outside for three to 
four hours per day. A woman in 
Britain, was a strong advocate 
against intensive husbandry 
practices and wrote books on it. 
The British parliament then 
passed what they call the five 
basic freedoms required for 
animals. 1. Freedom from mal¬ 


nutrition, 2. Freedom from 
thermal or physical discomfort, 
3. Freedom from injury and 
disease, 4 Freedom to express 
most normal, socially acceptable 
patterns of behaviour and 5. 
Freedom from fear From this, 
Britain has developed their codes 
of practices throughout the 70's 
and 80's Again, I'll repeat what 
I've said before that Canada has 
developed a code of practice that 
will come into effect this year 
Animal rights activists in 
North America have been very 
active The one closest to home 
that we remember clearly, was 
Alberta singer K.D. Lang and her 
campaign against beef Nobody 
can argue because you are a 
vegetarian and do not believe in 
meat, that you don't have the 
right to express that opinion. The 
other aspect of these groups 
is that they dwell on misinforma¬ 
tion and throw people into a great 
deal of fear When I talk about 
misinformation, I talk about the 
safety of the product and we all 
know the product is very safe. 
They dwell on other issues, 
overdramatizing and quoting and 
misquoting factual information. 
Some of these groups do not 
restrict their campaigns to 
advertising and media cam¬ 
paigns, but actually go into acts 
of terrorism We saw some of 
these acts of terrorism when 
there was some laboratory 


monkeys released in Ontario. 
There has been instances in 
California where the California 
Cattle Association building was 
damaged by fire, an auction 
market was burned down Farm¬ 
ers with veal operations have had 
their farms vandalized and 
animals turned loose 

Even though we have a 
tendency to disagree with the 
animal rights activists point of 
view, we have to recognize that 
they have attracted a great deal 
of public attention ,They are 
very, very effective at raising 
public concerns They do this by 
using emotion, not necessarily 
truth, but misinformation and 
emotion They are also very

Fill wheat quotas promptly advises analyst 


Wheat prices hit bottom in 
1990-91, but the good news is 
that prices will probably move up 
and continue to improve into the 
1992-93 crop year says an Alberta 
Agriculture market analyst. 

"Unless drought in a major 
wheat producing area turns up, 
gradual price improvements are 
likely, but the improvements 
aren't enough to justify storing 
wheat into 1992-93," says Char¬ 
lie Pearson 

"My advice is for producers 
to follow a quota management 
strategy that maximizes wheat 
delivery opportunities and to fill 


those quotas promptly when 
they're announced," he adds 
For the current crop year, 
Pearson says low international 
wheat prices justify the low 
1991-92 Canadian Wheat Board 
initial payments. However, he 
says, improvements in both 
premium and subsidized world 
international wheat prices should 
allow room for a $15 to $20 per 
tonne final payment. The total 
1991-92 payment would still be 
less than the previous year's 
initial payment 

Developments in the world 
wheat trade could have a positive 


effect for Canadian producers. 
Increased imports by both the 
Soviet Union and China are likely 
this year, boosting the world 
wheat trade by about 12 million 
tonnes over last year 

"Both Soviet and Chinese 
production is forecast to have 
dropped off from their 1990 
totals. They will be looking for 
around six and five million tonnes 
respectively," Pearson says. 

World wheat production 
(among the five major exporting 
countries) is expected to be down 
nine per cent from last year 
Reduction in U S. wheat produc¬ 


tion was the major factor in the 
decline. 

An extremely tight U S. 
wheat supply demand balance 
caused the U S wheat futures 
market to post major gains 
during October December con¬ 
tract Kansas City Board of Trade 
wheat futures increased to over 
$3.60 per bushel, a 10 per cent 
improvement from the beginning 
of October 

While Pearson predicts 
some price improvement, he says 
both the international and Cana¬ 
dian situations make the 1992 
wheat outlook cloudy On the 


international front, at least three 
factors could affect prices Any 
CATT agricultural deal will likely 
only reduce subsidies, not 
remove them Tight world wheat 
supplies means prices will be 
extremely sensitive to weather in 
the major production regions, 
and credit terms offered the 
Soviet Union, rather than the 
level of export subsidies, may 
become the major factor in world 
wheat trade patterns As well, 
1992 U S. production is likely to 
increase by 10 per cent because 
of changes to their farm program. 


Many factors keep hog prices low 


Realized net farm income in 
Alberta is expected to increase by 
two per cent in 1991 Agriculture 
Canada economist say in a third 
quarter outlook 

Their revised 1991 farm 
income projections don't incor¬ 
porate the $800 million federal 
farm aid package announced 
October 10, but do incorporate 
the new Gross Revenue Insur¬ 
ance Program (GRIP) and the Net 
Income Stabilization Account 
(NISA). 


"With the $180 million 
expected from this most recent 
federal initiative Alberta net farm 
income should hit about $590 
million which is at the five-year 
average level," says Bill Schis- 
sel, senior statistician with 
Alberta Agriculture's statistics 
branch. Without the latest 
federal payment, net income was 
projected at just over $410 
million That total was slightly 
above the 1990 total of $403 
million which represented a 45 


per cent drop from 1989 net 
income. 

Crop receipts are expected 
to be down about five per cent at 
about $1.5 billion. Increased 
deliveries seem to be offsetting 
the substantial drop in wheat and 
other grain commodity prices he 
says. 

Livestock returns are also 
down in 1991, expected at about 
$2.25 billion. "The livestock 
sector is still strong, although 
cyclic price drops are reflected in 


the lower overall returns," he 
says "As well, receipt totals for 
the two sectors are pointing to a 
clear divergence between the 
crop and livestock sectors In the 
past they were approximately 
equal." 

Total farm operating ex¬ 
penses are expected to drop 
slightly. On the good news side 
for farmers, land rental, interest 
payments and Alberta hail and 
Crop Insurance premiums were 
lower These were largely offset 


by higher prices for fuel and 
machinery repair as well as the 
additional costs of GRIP 
premiums However, the costs of 
GRIP premiums were offset to 
some degree in 1991 because 
Western Grain Transportation 
Stablization premiums were no 
longer deducted from grain 
receipts after July 31, 1991

Thieves strike jewellery store

Thieves cleaned out a major chunk of merchandise in a 
rapidly executed smash and grab at an Olds jewellery store 
Friday. 

"They took a significant amount," said co-owner Jamie 
Brown of the Treasure Chest (Olds) Ltd., 5017 - 51st Street. 
He wouldn't put a dollar value on the stolen merchandise. 

Mr. Brown said it was the first time the store had been 
broken into during 18 years in business. 

"The RCMP figure it took them [the thieves] about 45 
seconds to a minute," said Mr. Brown. "They smashed in the 
front door and then smashed open the showcases." 

The store alarm was activiated sometime between 6:15 


and 6:20 a.m. but the RCMP weren't notifed until a passerby 
noticed the damage and phone the Olds detachment, Mr. 
Brown said. 

The RCMP arrived on the scene at 7 a.m. 

"We checked the alarm three times [after the break-in] 
and it was working," said Mr. Brown. 

He would not say if the merchandise was insured. 

Olds RCMP are investigating. A spokesman said a press 
release would be made available today (Nov. 19). 

Mr. Brown said as far as he knew, there had been no ar¬ 
rests and none of the stolen goods had been recovered as of 
Monday, Nov. 18.

Optimism about the agricul¬ 
tural industry seems harder and 
harder to come by these days. 
One barely has to open a 
newspaper without reading head¬ 
lines blaring plummeting grain 
and livestock prices, stalled 
GATT meetings, and talk of 
subsidies. 

The outlook of those enrolled 
in Olds College's Agricultural 
Production Program, however, is 
quite different F or most of them, 
a future in agriculture is a future 
worth pursuing, especially on 
their own terms 

With that in mind, Olds 
College offers their Ag Produc¬ 
tion Program at two separate 
times during the year. Flexible 
term start up dates in either 
September or January give 
working students leeway to 
achieve their two-year diplomas 
without ever having to miss a 
harvest. 

Albert K uipers, currently 
majoring in Beef Production/ 
Management, is one student 
taking advantage of the training 
he'll need at the custom grazing 
job promised to him after 
graduation. "I think despite 
some people's fears, it's just not 
possible for farms to ever become 
completely extinct. There are 
always ways of working with the 
industry to get through the 


tougher times The biggest thing 
is knowing your trade if you 
are going to go into any kind of 
agricultural management espec¬ 
ially, it's important to look into 
the right kind of education for 
that," K uipers recommends. 

The College's Dfan of Ag 
Production, Denis Kennedy, un¬ 
derstands how important a 
well-tailored education is to 
survive in today's agricultural 
marketplace. In his view, it is one 
of the most important tools a 
graduate can possess. "We work 
very intensively on our curricu¬ 
lum making sure it meets the 
needs of what the industry 
demands right now," Kennedy 
says. "We have assembled a 
large number of people with a 
wide variety of expertise in the 
Agricultural field to draw upon 
for information and guidance." 

Altogether, students have 
six Ag Production majors to 
choose from in the two-year 
diploma program offered at Olds 
College. There are two different 
start-up dates from which to 
choose, one in the fall and one in 
the winter. Each term involves a 
combination of classroom learn¬ 
ing and practical hands-on 
education in areas that might 
include:

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Evergreen pride comes shining through 


There's a sense of pride 
among members of the Ever¬ 
green Social Club these days 
with good reason! 

After only two-and-a-half 
years, the centre bearing their 
name is now mortgage—free! 
"Most of the revenue we've been 
able to generate came from 
rentals," says Evergreen Social 
Club president Dave Forsman," 

. . but there's other events 
we've organized in the past that 
have helped too—Easter and 
Thanksgiving dinners, quilt sales 
and carpet bowling.” 

All tolled, $50,864 has now 
officially been turned back to the 
town; some in 1990 and the 
balance last week. 

As Forsman points out, 
though, the activities they plan 
do a lot more than just pay the 
bills. "It's fellowship really. It 
keeps seniors active and gives us 
a place to go; something to look 
forward to with the events.” 

The club's founders have 


shared Forsman's sentiments. 
On May, 1973 a man by the name 
of Evett Birds decided seniors in 
the area desperately needed a 
way to meet others the same age 
in a friendly, open, environment 
After touring through a few 
seniors' clubs and facilities down 
in Pheonix, Arizona, he came up 
with the term "Evergreen.” 
"That's sort of how we got 
going,” Forsman says. "My wife 
[June Forsman] and I joined up 
seven years ago We used to hold 
activities in the Rec Centre and 
made do until this facility was 
built." 

Back then, there were 28 
members, 12 of whom are still 
with them today-joined by over 
200 others. "It's close to 240 of 
us now I guess. It's really 
growing too All are ages 50 plus 
and are from the Olds and district 
areas,” Forsman adds 

Many members played an 
active role in how the centre was 
planned and built "It didn't take 


long for a building committee to 
be formed after the decision to 
build was made It was made of 
people from the club who hired a 
Red Deer architect (Terry Bear¬ 
den of Bearden Engineering) to 
work on the design." 

Forsman says the club 
couldn't be happier with the 
outcome. "It's very functional for 
what we're using it for It has a 


floating hardwood floor that 
gives' when you bounce on it like 
for aerobics and enough space to 
accommodate 225 people at a 
sitdown supper," Forsman says 
Word of the Centre's practi¬ 
cality hasn't taken long to get 
around either. Forsman holds 
bookings for 40 or more 
weekends a year. "There's 
cribbage games, square dancing. 


choir, weddings and holiday 
suppers and concerts. We're 
really busy!" 

While Forsman says the club 
has no immediate plans yet to 
expand the facility, the club is 
hoping to gather enough money 
to hire a janitor Presently the 
building is maintained by the 
seniors themselves.

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Former Trottier building demolished 


. . .New business moving to lot

Part of Carstairs' past came 
tumbling down last week when 
Trottier brothers' Main Street 
garage fell victim to demolition. 

New owners of the proper¬ 
ty plan to turn it into an Action 
Parts business. 

“It's kind of sad because 
now that whole corner is pretty 
well gone," said Adrien Trottier 
who spent some time working 
with his brothers Gaston and 
Emile in the former business. 

'Carstairs Printing used to 
be across the street [along with 
a house and the Carstairs 
Legion] and they're all gone 
now," said Mr. Trottier, noting 
that a new Treasury Branch and 
parking lot had replaced the 
former printing shop. 

All that's left in the block 
on the east side of the street is a 
newer quonset and the former 
Catholic Church which has 
been used for storage but 
which is also slated for demoli¬ 
tion next May. 

The original building used 
by the Trottiers was built in the 
late 1930's, recollected Adrien. 

It was first used as a service 
garage and over the years was 


enlarged and used for a variety 
of other businesses. Emile and 
Gaston Trottier ran it as a Case 
Equipment dealership for 35 
years after the Case agency was 
moved from its original site 
where the 2A gas station now 
sits. 

Over the years the Trottiers 
also ran trucking, electrical and 
lumber businesses from this 
location. 

“About 1951 we started 
planing lumber by adding a 
piece onto the north side,” said 
Adrien. “We had a mill out at 
the farm." The lumber was 
finished at the Carstairs shop. 

Six years ago the Trottiers 
sold the property to a nephew 
and now it has changed hands 
again with Action Parts to move 
from its present location in the 
Carstairs industrial park. It's 
also understood that mechani¬ 
cal work will be carried out at 
the new location. A new metal 
building is to go up on the 
north side of the quonset.

requirements including the appli¬ 
cations for these permits In this 
segment, discussion will focus on 
other provincial permits that may 
be required Those other permits 
are, E lectrical. Plumbing and 
Gas These permits are obtained 
from the Provincial Department 
of Labour in Red Deer, Alberta 

Whenever any project is 
started, there is always the 
possibility the project may 
require the installation of gas 
fired, electrical or plumbing 
equipment or appliances which 
would, in all likelihood, require 
the necessary permits. 

Usually, the owner of the 
property hires a contractor to 
install these items and the 
contractor obtains the necessary 
permits, however, there are 
occasions when the home owner 
may be quite capable of doing the 
installations themselves, should 
this be the case, the home owner 
would be required to apply for a 
"Home Owners Permit." 

Prior to a home owner 


obtaining a "Home Owners 
Permit," there are three things 
that must be confirmed (1) The 
home owner must be the 
registered owner of the property 
and building in which the work 
will take place. (2) The home 
owner must be resident of the 
property and building (3) The 
home owner must start and 
complete the work themselves. 

Permits for the three types 
of installations mentioned in this 
article are issued and governed 
by one of the following docu¬ 
ments; 

a) Electrical Permit, Electri¬ 
cal Protection Act and regula¬ 
tions made pursuant to that Act. 
(E lectrical Code), 

b) Plumbing Permit, Plumb¬ 
ing and Drainage Act and 
requlations made pursuant to 
that Act (Plumbing and Drain¬ 
age Code), and 

c) Gas Permit, The Gas 
Protection Act and regulations 
made pursuant to that Act. 
(Installation Code for Gas Burn¬ 
ing Appliances) or (Installation 
Code for Propane Burning 
Appliances) 

Should you, as the owner of 
a property and building, decide 
to have at one point and time 
electrical, plumbing or gas 


installations done in your build¬ 
ing or on your property, and the 
work will be performed by a 
contractor, ensure before the 
work is started that the contractor 
has obtained the proper permit 
for the type of installation that 
will take place. 

Permits are required by law 
and to contravene the law may 
result in a costly conclusion 

Further inforamtion on the 
subjects discussed in this article 
may be obtained from the Red 
Deer regional office of the 
General Safety Services Branches 
by telephoning 340-5157 and 
asking to speak to the electrical, 
plumbing or gas inspector 

Do not take chances, if you 
have doubts on whether you can 
do the installation yourself, call a 
professional

The Liberal Caucus has 
recently completed our study of 
the final report of the Ministerial 
Review Panel on the Family and 
Community Support Services 
program 

We welcomed the review 
because of our long standing 
commitment, appreciation and 
gratitude to communities, muni¬ 
cipalities, and to the thousands of 
volunteers who give freely of 
their time and talents to make 
this program immensely effec¬ 
tive Our thanks go out to the 
members of the committee and to 
all those who made submissions 
to the review panel. 

I believe the 37 recommen¬ 
dations contained in the Report 
cover a number of critical and 
long over-looked needs, particu¬ 
larly in areas of funding For too 
long the province has used the 
FCSS mandate to quietly "pick 
up the slack"; forcing FCSS 
agencies to provide services to 
communities that clearly fall 
under the provincial govern¬ 
ment's responsibility yet without 
accompanying this off-loading 
with any added financial support 

Our relief over the report's 
recommendation to increase per 
capita grants is cautioned by the 
news the government is allowed 
to "phase in" the funding 
increases We all know only too 
well how the government can 
become forgetful of promises to 
raise funding levels The Liberal 
Caucus intends to monitor this 
situation very closely over com¬ 
ing budgets to ensure the 
government does indeed act on 
this needed grant increase.

Our reservations also extend 
to the report's failure to give a 
time frame for the recommenda¬ 
tions. Once again, we fear 
needed improvements to such a 
vital program will fall by the way 
side, by a government that 
historically does not list "people 
services" at the top of their 
priorities By not including 
dead-lines, the report gives the 
Getty government another con¬ 
venient way of ignoring the issue 
until it suits their interests 

The Liberal Caucus urges all 
participating municipalities to 
lobby the province to begin 
implementing the funding trans¬ 
fer now There is no need for 
further study or to wait for 
changes to legislation. The report 
also reveals a number of other 
necessary changes which would 
enhance the capacity for many 
communities to not only continue 
their excellent work but to meet 
changing needs and demands 
For once we would like to see this 
government act on its own review 
panel's recommendations. The 
future of FCSS is far too 
important to let a neglectful 
government ignore their needs 
any longer.

Will Our Children Have F aith? 

was the theme of the Nov. 8, 9 
weekend workshop at Bergthal 
Mennonite Church, sponsored by 
the education committee of the 
Conference of Mennonites of 
Alberta Over 50 people from 
Calgary, Tabor, Lethbridge, Ed¬ 
monton and Didsbury attended 
the sessions. 

Speaker John Neufeld, pre¬ 
sident of Canadian Mennonite 
Bible College, Winnipeg, Mani¬ 
toba, presented the theme in a 
series of lectures. The first one 
threw out the challenge of 
sharing our faith with the 
younger generation that is 
growing up in a pluralistic society 
which no longer values its 
religious heritage. Quoting from 
the book "Fragmented Gods" by 
Reginald Bibby, Neufeld showed 
the level to which participation 
in, and loyalty to churches is 
falling, and how little effect 
religious beliefs have on the daily 
lives of the church's adherents. 

In further sessions, Neufeld 
set out the goal of Christian 
education—namely growth to¬ 
ward mature faith. The key 
element in teaching is the faith 
story of the Bible, culminating in 
Jesus. The primary arena for this 


teaching is the home, because 
the faith needs to be taught by 
example; that is, it must be lived 
Together, the home, the church 
and the faith community are to be 
the instructors and models that 
nurture children and lovingly 
guide them in their formative 
years. Ideally, a child will emerge 
from the years of innocence, 
during which time he is part of 
the K ingdom of Heaven, (accord¬ 
ing to the words of Jesus in 
Matthew 19:13) repent of his

A Christmas wish for Donna 


Editor's note: The follow¬ 
ing article was written 
by Donna Norndon, a 
friend of the subject. 

Donna LePrieur is 43 years 
old and has a rare condition 
which leads to a life of pain. 

This disease is called 
Congenital Lymphedema, oth¬ 
erwise know as Milroy's 
disease. This is an extremely 
painful condition where the 
body retains fluids causing 
massive swelling, especially in 
the legs and arms. 

At present her legs are 
26-30” round and are very hard 
to the touch. Each leg has 85 
pounds pressure on them 
which causes tremendous pain. 
She requires specially designed 
shoes and winter boots which 
she has not been able to afford. 

Although she was diag¬ 
nosed with this disease at birth, 
signs did not appear until the 
age of 14. Her teenage years 
cause not only physical pain, 
but also mental pain as she was 
scorned by other people, 
making fun and calling her 
names like elephant legs. 

She has tried pills and 
special stockings but now the 
stockings cut off her cir¬ 
culation. A Jobst machine was 
used to help control the 
swelling by squeezing the fluids 
from her tissues but she soon 
outgrew the machine. A much 
larger machine is needed now. 
One machine called the 
''Lymphapress” is available 
through H & H Care Ltd. in 
Calgary. This machine is a 


pressure system specifically 
designed for Lymphedema. A 
multicompartmental sleeve is 
placed either on the arms or 
legs. The attached pump 
pushes air into the pockets and 
then releases. It provides a 
sequential milking pattern in 
which the pressure squeezes 
the fluids from the tissues thus 
relieving the pain. The fluids 
are then driven into the bladder 
for relief. 

This is the only treatment 
left available to her that will 
enable her to function and 
improve the quality of life. 
Without this machine the fluids 
will continue to build up 
causing more pain and discom¬ 
fort. Without this she will 
eventually end up in a 
wheelchair or confined to bed. 
She is most comfortable when 
her legs are elevated and 
experiences extreme dis¬ 
comfort when walking on 
pavement or during very hot 
weather. She is highly 
susceptible to colds, flues and 
any cuts or scratches lead to 
infection. Few doctors are 
familiar with this disease and 
many ask her to educate them 
on her condition. 

There is no cure for this 
disease, but with the use of this 
machine she can live more 
comfortably with legs that are a 
more normal size. She would 
need to be on this machine at 
least 6-8 hours per day to keep 
down the swelling. Donna is 
unable to work because Mil¬ 
roy's Disease is so disabling and 


therefore is on Canada Disabil¬ 
ity. She lives east of Carstairs on 
a rented acreage with her 22- 
year-old son. She is unable to 
drive an automobile and there¬ 
fore she is very dependent on 
others for doctors appoint¬ 
ments, shopping, etc. 

When Donna looked into 
acquiring this "Lymphapress” 
the price was beyond her 
budget. The rent on this 
machine is $600 per month and 
a purchase price of $8,000 
-$10,000. Although she ap¬ 
proached Canada Disability, 
Alberta Health Care, and her 
insurance company to assist her 
financially she was turned 
down. That was her last hope 
and that was three years ago. 

After she temporarily lost 
the use of her hand last Febru¬ 
ary, I became involved. We 
have become good friends and 
I know that somewhere there 
must be help available. Donna 
may have given up hopes of 
ever having a machine but I will 
not give up the fight for her. I 
wrote different service groups 
seeking financial aid but have 
received no response. An 
article was written about her by 
the Calgary Rural Times and a 
$50 donation was received. 

Since then I have set up a 
savings account for Donna at 
the Carstairs Treasury Branch 
for those wishing to donate. At 
present we still have only $50. 
On Oct. 29, another article was 
published in the Carstairs 
Courier in hopes of making 
Donna's problem public. 


It is hard for one person 
with one problem to receive 
funding. Unlike large organ¬ 
izations who help so many. 
Donna is a very kind person, 
and to know her you would not 
know that she is in constant 
pain. She is very bubbly, 
happy-go-lucky person and she 
refuses to let this constant pain 
drag her down. Although she 
lets us believe that she is okay, 
we are not there with her at 
night when she is crying lying in 
her bed in pain. She has lived 
with this for many years and 
hopes someday to have a 
machine to relieve her pain. 

Some people develop 
Lymphedema as a result of an 
accident and can be treated by 
the use of a Jobst machine like 
the one Donna used to use. 
These types are a result of 
damaged lymph glands which 
the Health Care system will 
help with the costs, but in 
Donna's case, she was born 
with it and therefore no help is 
available. Why should she 
suffer so because of a heredi¬ 
tary condition and others get 
the help they need? I only hope

that there are some kind souls 
or organizations that can help 
in making my Christmas Wish 
for Donna by helping us 
receive funding for this 
machine in order for Donna to 
lead a more normal life Come 
True.

create a comprehensive govern¬ 
ment wide plan for action in 
support of seniors to the year 
2005. This important work will 
occur through a broadly based 
consultation strategy. 

As you may recall, the 
committee members are repre¬ 
sentatives from the 11 govern¬ 
ment departments that provide 
services and benefits to seniors in 
our province. Some people at the 
meeting were concerned seniors 
are not represented on the 
committee They wanted three 
seniors from the Inter-Agency 
Council on Aging appointed 

There was some confusion 
about the make up of the 
government committee and one 
member summed it up when he 
stated that "when they develop 
their paper on long range plans 
for the next 15 years, we want to

be part of the action." 

I explained the function of 
the interdepartmental committee 
which had been created so that 
departments could take a broader 
view and collectively set priori¬ 
ties for seniors. Ms. Versaevel 
also answered their concerns 
about representation by outlining 
how the committee will interact 
with seniors and their organiza¬ 
tions. 

Since April the committee 
has been gathering information 
and reports from around the 
world on demographics, trends, 
and issues that affect seniors 
This will ensure the committee 
builds on the facts and doesn't 
attempt to reinvent the wheel. 

Next they will use this 
information to write brief issue 
papers on selected topics such as 
housing, health and transporta- 


Then the public and seniors 
will be consulted using a variety 
of approaches such as public 
meetings, focus groups of ex¬ 
perts, and questionnaires. The 
committee will also make use of 
surveys done by other depart¬ 
ments. Once this information has 
been gathered a report will be 
prepared and presented at a 
planned provincial conference in 
the fall of 1992. 

I suspect the committee will 
encounter many issues over 
which there is a lot of agreement 
and just as many where there are 
conflicting opinions. They have a 
lot of work ahead of them but I'm 
convinced the results will be 
worth the effort. 

We are facing many changes 
in a lot of areas Health care, for 
example, is getting more and 
more expensive. I told the seniors 


at the meeting of my own 
astonishment when I heard the 
cost of a friend's 8 day visit to a 
hospital in the United States. It 
was $18,000. I asked a friend 
who had a heart operation in 
Canada what it cost, and he 
didn't know. I don't think it is 
unusual that he did not know the 
cost of his operation. I think we 
will all have to become more 
aware of health costs and make 
some tough decisions about what 
we can afford and how we can 
spend the available dollars more 
effectively. 

We also face difficult deci¬ 
sions in a number of other areas. 

I think by consulting with seniors 
we will be assured of quality 
decisions. 

This was my first meeting 
with seniors after my change in 
status from Associate Minister of 
Family and Social Services to 


Minister Responsible for Seniors. 
Many of the seniors at the 
meeting congratulated me for my 
new position. I am proud but all 
seniors should be proud as well. 
It's a recognition by the 
provincial government of the 
important role seniors play in our 
province and, frankly, it allows 
me to more effectively represent 
seniors at the cabinet level. 
Policies that affect seniors come 
from many different departments 
and as Minister I can better 
ensure other Ministers know your 
views. 

Meetings such as the one in 
September help us all better 
understand the important issues. 

I want to continue the consulta¬ 
tion process and I look forward to 
meeting with this informative 
group again in late October
